Late last uight when the casket was opened, 
the body gave forth to the  senes 
no evidence otber than favor- 
able conditions. Prepsrations are being used 
to remove the heavy dark circles from be- 
peath theeyos. The remains have been ex- 
amined within twelve hours and the extremi- 
ties and limbs were found to be fully under 
the coutroleof the embalming preparations. 
Undertaker Marritt believes the body will be 
preserved in most excellent condition until] 
long after the final leave shall have been 
taken 02 it. 

In accordance with the desire of Colonel 
Grant, the body of General Grant will lie in 
giate at this place from twelve to six o’clevck 
tomorrow. Vast crowds are expected from 
Saratoga.

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GENERAL GRANT'S 


Mrs. Grant Left With a Larger Iacome 
Than That of Any President's Widow. 
From the Philadejphia Times. 

It is now known that while General (rant 
died tortuneless because of the failure of 
Grent & Ward, his widow is left in very com- 
fortable circumstances. Indeed, her income 
will be larger than that of any of the widows 
of cur past presidents, not excepting Mrs. 
Garfield. Mrs. Tyler has no income but the 
¢5.000 annually paid her by the government. 
Mrs. Polk has ber home in Nashville ana a 
er'v small income from Tennessee bounds, on 
hich the state has never defaulted, in addi- 
on to her $5,000 annuity. Mrs, Garfield has 
ber home at Mentor and at Cleveland, with 
ber $5,000 ennuity and the income of the 
300,000 fund contributed soon after the death 
of her husband. Mrs. Lincoln had a very 
moderate income until congress gave hef au 
ennuity first of $3,000 that was subsequently 
enlarged to $5,000. 

Mre. Grant will kave the income of the 
$250,000 fand raised mainly by Mr. Jones, 0: 
the New York Times, the annuity of $5,000 
that will be promptly voted by congress and 
the proceeds of General Grant’s putobiogre~ 
phy, now estimated at not less than $250,006 
end likely to be quite $300,000. She will be 
subjected to little or no expense attending 
the long illness of her husband, and her estate 
will be not jess than $500,000, exclusive oi the 

red $5,000 annuity. 

“The $250,000 contributed some five years 
ago wes fortunately pul in trust for the use of; 
Gepers] Grant and his wife. and was theretore 
beyond the reach of Grant in lile and is be- 
yond the reach of creditors now.

HIS STAGE EFFECT FOR THE PUR-. 
POSE OF ACQUITTIAL. 


He Telia the Story of His Lifeto the Jury, Prays for 
the Lawyers,and in Other Ways fries to Show 
Himself to be off Bis Balance - 
Dejectead at His Sentence. 


Orrawa, Ont., August 2.—The conviction 
and sentence of Louis Riel, the rebel leader, 
is the all absorbing topic today. Orangemen 
and English subjects generally consider it a 
righteous judgment, while among the French - 
Canadiens considerable excitement and indig- 
nation is manifested. 

The latter claim that the trial was 
not a fair one; that valuable evidence from 
Riel’s stand point was suppressed, and that im- 
portant witnesses were denied d@fense, M. 1’ 
Evecque, who tore down the Reil effigy during 


the reception of the sharpshooters, was today | 


presented with a gold watch and chain. 
INCIDENTS OF THE TRIAL. 

Kiectna, N. W. T., August 2.—The scene 
just preceding the conviction of the rebel 
leader Riel, was dramatic. General Middle- 
ton and others testified that Reil, in their 
opinion, was perfectly sane and cunning. Mr. 
Fitzpatrick’s line was that Riel took hold of a 
movement agitated constitutionally and in- 
tended to continue it, but that the movement 
assumed euch proportions that Rel 
could not control it, and his mind lost its 
poise. Ile was carried along withit and was 
not responsible as provided in cases of high 
treason. ‘The judge gave Riel an opportunity 
of addressing the jury. He occupied two hours 
in the delivery of hisspeech. The court was 
crowded to the utmost, and a breathless still- 
ness prevailed. 

tiel prefaced his speech with the following 
prayer, delivered with his eyes turned toward 
heaven: 

*“O my God, help me through the grace and di- 
vine influence of Jesus Christ! O my God! bless 
me, bless thie honorabdie court, bless this honora- 
ble jury, bless my good Jawyers. who haye come 
700 leagues to try tosave my life; bless the lawyers 
of the crown, because they have done, I am sure, 
what they thought theirduty and they have 
shown fairness iu every respect. O my God! bless 
al] those who are around me through the grace of 
Jesus Christ ourSavior, Turn their curiosity into 
calm interest, amen! 

HIS TWO MOTHERS. 

Riel said he had two mothers—his earthly

Churksof Barning Timber Flying Throngh 
the Air. 

Toronto, Ont., August 2.—One of the most 
destructive fires that ever has taken place in 
Toronto commenced about 12:30 this morning, 
in the large brick building erected by 
the Toronto sugar refining company, 
on the esplanade. A _ stron wind 
was blowing from the east, and carried chunks 
of burning timber alongthe Esplande, igni- 
ting the wooden buildings as far west as five 
or six blocks. Ina short time nothing was 
left ofthe sugar refinery, but the bare walls and 
smokestack.

BLIND TOM. 


FIFTEBN YEARS AS A 
SLAVS. 


HELD 


A¢judged a Lunatic, His Old Master Becomes His 
Committee and Gains a Fortone by Exhibiting * 
Him as a Musical Prodigy—His!father 
Left to Die in Want, Bite. 


From the New York Tribune. 

The suit brought bythe mother of Blind 
Tom in Virginia courts to rescue him from the 
control of his old master, James G. Bethune, 
ot Columbus, Georgia, whon the facts become 
known, cannot fail to awaken a profound in- 
terest in the fate of that strangely endowed 
human being. The facts developed on the 
presentation of a petition to the judge ot the 
county court Fauquier, Virginia, a tew 
days ago, can leave no doubtin any tair mind 
that Tom’s invaluable services have been ap- 
propriated by Bethune as effectually as ifthe 
laws of slavery still prevailed, not only in 
the south, but north ot Mason’s and Dixon’s 
line. Tom has been well clothed and ted, 
which were essential conditions for the use 
thet has been made of his talents; but he has 
nothing to show for the many thousands, 

robably a hundred thousand dollars, that he 
as made for his master. 

Tom’s mother is now in this city, poor and 
dependent upon the charity of friends. She 
is a small woman, a thorough-blooded African 
in deecent but not black. Her complexion is 
that ofthe Crew men,on the Liberia coast, 
which is described as dark brown. Her hair 
and features are African. 

ier son Thomas, as she calls him, exhibited 
his wonderful musical talent befure he was a 
year old. He was born entirely blind, buta 
surgical operation enabled him to see indis- 
tinctly; a faculty which he still retains, being 
able to distinguish large objects and to move 
abcut a room without a guide. In his infancy

he was attracted by the singing of birds, the 


barking of dogs and similar sounds, and would 
endeavor to crawl to them. Hearing the piano 
in the heuse of his master he would endeavor 
to get to it, and at length succeeded while the 
fsmily were at dinner. They were all greatly 
surprised to hear a tune played, and their sur- 
prise became amazement when they discovered 
that the little blind negro baby produced it. 

Tom was born in 184, and this wonderful 
discovery of his talent was made in 1850 or 

IS51. His master, it is said, took him to Co- 
lumbus, Geergia, and had him instructed in 
music, and begen toexhibit him tor money 
when only five yearsold. Tom remgined a 
slave until the close ot,the war, when he was 
bound by his parents to Bethune, the master, 
for five years, at the end of which he would 
become of age. The terms were that the par- 
ents, Mingo and Charity Wiggins, were to re- 
ceive $500 per annum, be placed in a comfort- 
able home with maintenance, and that Tom 
was to receive twenty dollars per month, with 
ten per cent on all profits. 

The contract was for five years. Bathune 
paid some money from time to time, bub never 
accounted for the profits, and shortly after- 
ward removed to Virginia, where he bought 
an estate. On the 25th day of July, %870, 
Betbune, without notice, it is said, to Tom’s

Was depr ed ' his liberty, was 
gone through w | without re- 
quiring any of the safeguards which ine iaws 
have provided to be observed. There was no 
examibation by experts, nor notice to parents: 
and thus was Tom torced under the pretext of 
lunacy, to become the servant of his old mas- 
ter'sson. Bethune exhibited this alleged, or 
decreed, junxtic all over the country as a musi- 
cal prodigy, and made immense sums of 
money. it is said be made $40,000 clear 
during one season in California. Young 
Bethune, Tom’s committee, or master, is said 
to have been improvident, and spent large 
sumsin fine horses. The family were poor 
at the close of the war, and remained so 
until tbe revenue from Tom’s talent made 
them rich. a 

Tom,inthe meantime, has. been kept in 
close confinement, oitentimes under lock and 
key, and no person has been allowed to com- 
municate with him. He has grown up in 
absolute ignorance of everything except mu- 
sic. For several years atatime he was not 
returned to.djis mother, and then only fora 
few days. Ile knows nothing of either divine 
or human relations, except implicit obedience 
to his master. 

Jobn G, Bethune died in 1884. His father, 
James N. Bethune, who was on the commit- 
ment bond for $20,000, went intotne Fauquier 
court, where Tom had been committed asa 
lunatic in 1870, and had himself appointed a 
ecmmittee to take charge of Tom. Another 
son took the father’s place as bondsman in the 
reduced amount of $5,000. The accommodat- 
ing judge waived the legal requirements of the 
certificates of physicians or other witnesses; 
and indeed an examination by physicians or 
others would have been impossible, as Tom at 
that time was on exhibition at Charlotte, in 
North Caro®ina, 400 or 500 miles from Fauquier 
Court House. 

Jt was not until this second commitment of 
Tom to the Bethunes asa lunatic, that his 
poor, ignorant motberin her Georgia cabin, 
was made aware of the fact that he was held 
and bound in that way. He had been prac- 
tically held -as slave for fourteen years 
withcut beg knowledge. Her husband died 
the year before 
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in extreme poverty, with- 
out having seen his son in a dozen years. The 
Bethunes were rviling-in wealth, earned by 
Tom, while his parents were living and dying 
in destitution in the wilds of Georgia, The 
old women says she was not able to buy medi- 
erce for ber children, of whom she has had 
twenty, thirteen being now alive. It ig need- 
less to add that she was unable to procure 
counsel. 
» It was under such circumstances that some 
persous volunteered assistance. Tom was 
pleying in New Orleans. The mother was 
taken there, and a writ of habeas corpus was 
sued out for Tom, the object bein 
to try the question of the lega 
custedy claimed by Bethune.

and intentional treatment by his 
committee, that he was not a lunatic at the 
time he wes committed and is not a lunatic at 
the present time, that he is entitled to his lib- 
erty because he is sane, and mother de- 
manded in open court that her son be 
examined and if found sane that he be returned 
te his family and friends, that the . Bethunes 
had been robbing him for twenty years under 
legal forms without her knowledge or consent. 
ethure answered by simply presenting the 
commitment under which he acted, and the 
judge decided that that wag sufficient. The 
court bad said in 1870 that it was satisfied that 
Tom was @ lunatic; he would not examine 
him, because that sentence in 1870 was con- 
clusive, and the presumption was, if he were 
a lunatic in 1870, he was a lunatic in 1834. 
He therefore remanded Tom back 
to the custody of Bethune, . and 
sided, by way of emphasis, that Jams N. 
Bethune was the only man who should have 
charge ofhim. This was equivalent to de- 
claring by this Fauquier judge that a man 
who has once been declared a lunatic must 
remain a lunatic forever, and that the com- 
mittee who exhibited the lunatic in public, 
and realized large sums from it, which he ap- 
propriated to his own use, was the only proper 
— to be entrusted with the responsible 
uty. 

The counsel for the mother, of course, ex- 
cepted to thisruling, and set out their excep- 
tions infull. The judge signed them, and 
they form @ part of the reoord in this case, 

In this extremity the counsel for the moth- 
er turned to the courts of the United States, 
They went before Judge Hughes of the eas- 
tern district of . Virginia with a new 
petition, setting forth that her sou 
was held in slavery, and had not 
received the benefit of the emancipation 
laws of the United States, that he was held in 
involuntery servitude without due process of 
law. Judge Hughes granted the writ, and 
made it returnable at Alexandria, Virginia, 
where he was holding a circuit court. 

At the hearing he decided that the allega- 
tion of slavery was not sustained, and that he 
had no right toexamine into the finding of 
the court of Fauquier county. He examined 
Tom as to illegal restraint, and Tom answered 
pane that he wished to remain with the 

ethunes;that he was treated kindly; that 
he did not want to go with his mother; that 
be did not want to go with his mother; that 
the people who were seeking him would take 
away bis piauoeand not allow him to play, 
and he did not know what they would do 
him. But when questioned further by the 
judge, st the suggestion of counsel for the 

etitioner, he as promptly replied that he was 
instructed by the Bethunes to make these an- 
swers: that the Bethunes told him his mother 
would take his piano from him, and 
would not let him play, and that the Bethunes 
had told him his mother was with a gang who 
would do him any injury. 

Judge Hughes,’ in his concluding remarks, 
said if Tom were sei aisliberty, it was evident 
be would go back to Bethune. He could not 
examine the question of sanity, because he had 
no jurisdiction im the case, the commitment 
of the court of Fauquier county being 
conclusive on that question. Under all the 
ccircumstances of the case he would remand 
the prisoner to the respondent; but would 
recommend that the petitioner appeal this case 
to the Uniied States supreme court. The case

The second difficulty is ‘that 
which arises outoi the unwise advocacy of the 
Sunday school on the part of its injadicious 
friends. There are those who would substitute it 
for the heaven appointed means of savivg them 
that believe the preaching of the si. It is not 
Gesigned to supplant God's method of dessemi- 
nating truth, but only to assist that There are 
parents who turn over the discharge of the 
strictly family obiigaiion to the Sanday school. 
This agency is not capable of that task. 
If the alternative were presented between the 
two end one or the other had to g0. no one of 
wisdom would hesi-ate to say, let the Sandsy 
schoo] perish and let the revognition aud dis- 
ciarge of parental obligation to raise the children 
im the pature and admonition of the Lord we 
preserved. The third dificalty is that in the 
multiplication of Sunday school aids, and in the 
mecrease of knowledge aSout the Bible teachers 
shall lore sight of the fact that the object of 
the Sunday schoo! is to impart knowledge of the 
Bibie itvei!.

This may suit northern people and the negroes, 
butitiscertainly very distasteful to the citizens 
of Quitman to bave an institniion of this kind 
establisned ip the center ci our town, 


A littie negro girl about nine years of age, while 
crossing a creek about four mies above Elberton, 
on Friday evening last, fellin aud was drowned.

The E)berton Leader says an attempt was recent- 
ly made over in Madison to blow up a house con- 
taining a crowd of prohibitionists who had assem- 
bled to hear some speeches. The discovery was 
made justin time to preventa wholesale tragedy.

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THE GOPBER OF LONG AGO. 


They Disappear With the Deer and the 
Indian. 
From the Camilla, Ga , Clarion. 

As the old citizens of south Georgia pass 
awey it is the duty of the Clarion to say some- 
thing about them. The Indians have long 
ego disappeared. No trace of them is found 
in this country. ‘The deer have nearly all 
been exterminated. With the Indians and 
deer there were other primitive denizens of 
our forests. Among these none are more fa- 


mous than the gopher. As 
civilization advances they too are 
vanishing -and some of us old citi- 
zans begin to miss them and sigh “where are 
the triends of cur youth?” 

When we speak of gophers in southern Geor- 
gia, Alabama and Florida, we don’t mean 
what are called gophers between the Rocky 
mountains and the Mississippi. The gophers 
there are cur salamanders or ground rats. 
Nor do we mean the prairie squirrels which 
ere called gophers in [llinois. We 
mean our sure enough gophers. 
These highland loggerhead turties that 
burrow in the ground and come out of their se- 
cure sbodesto feed upon grass and herbs. 
Their book nameis testudo polyphemus. Ii 
the origina} old Cyclops Polyphemus was as 
ugly es his modern namesake we don’t blame 
Ulysses for putting his eye out. The farmers 
efthis section wceuld not care if the Greek 
bero would come back and put out the eyes of 
allthe polypbemus race. for when their 
home is in or neara field they are very de- 
structive to young cotton, corn and peas. 

When properly prepared the flesh of the 
gopher is very palatable, very little, if at all, 
inferior to that of the turtle. The negroes are 
tond of them and hunt them with a long pole 
with the hook of aeteelyard fastened to the 
end. They feel for the gopher in his long 
hole in the ground, in which he dwells, and 
draw him out with the hook. Very frequently 
these holes sre so crooked that a pole cannot 
follow its windings. A very common device 
for catcbivg these marauders is to bury 
an open candle or starch box at the mouth of 
the gopher hole. The box is left open and 
strange to say when the clumsy old fellow 
comes out, which he will do once or twice a 
day in summer and spring, he will tumble 
right in and then can’t get out. Strangers to 
the ways of tbis wonderful anima! are slow to 
believe that he is such a suicide. But nis ways 
are curious. Dr. Bruce, of Bainbridge, says that 
one ofthe grst things he learned after coming to 
this section !rom Virgipvia, was not to bet on 
gophers. Ile was beardiog with old Mr. Pea- 
body who bad a field of cornaud peas on new 
ground neartown. The old gentieman com- 
plained terribly of the gophers, and one morn- 
ing at the breakfast table said he was going to 
catch one which was doing him _ vial dam- 
age: ‘‘How are you going to catch him, Mr. 
‘cabody?” said the ycung doctor, ‘“‘l am go- 
ing to bury a box at the mouth ofhis dep, sir, 
and ebout eleven o’clock he will come 
cut to feed and will tumbie iD 
and I will have him.’’ The young Virginiau 
laughed atthe idea. ‘I'll bet youa dovllara 
gopher is not that big a fool,’’ said he. 
“Good,’’ ssid the old gentleman, and the 
money wes putup. The box was duly sect at 
the mouth of the gopher-hole aad both gen- 
tienen went on about their business down 
town. A little past eleven o’clock Dr. Bruce 
remembered the bet and slipped off dowa to 
the field tosee for himself. His own words 
tell the rest. “Til be hanged if 
the old tool wasn't in the 
box sure enough. I then put him 
beck in the hole and witha long pole I 
pushed him as fardownas I could, giving 
him all the herd thrusts 1 thought necessary 
to make him stay there. I then went back 
down townana hunted Mr. Peabody, who had 
forgotten all about the gopher until I remind- 
ec him that it was past the gopher’s dinner 
hour. ‘Sure enough,’ said he, ‘come and go 
with me, 1 want wy doliar.’ ‘Mr, Peabody, 
il bet you another you don'’t-¢et “fin ’ 
‘Good. I’dsatber win 'twv uoliara than one.’ 
ARRCU we arrived at the gopher’s hole I’ll be 
hanged if he wasn’t in the box again. 1 lost 
my money and make ita rule never to bet on 
a gopher.”’ 

it will not do to bet on anything about them 
except that ihey cau run faster than any- 
thing in theshape of them onearth. They 
hibernate in their burrows and how long they 
can live without food isa question yet un- 
solved. Colonel R. J. Bacon tells of one which 
was placed on bis back on a stump by an old 
planter in L:berty county and ieft there to 
die. Just twelve months afterwards the 
gentleman passed that way and 
‘bere waa his gopher still alive. Yet the Flori- 
da people say that it put ou their backs in 
the hot sand they willdiein a few momeats 
Mr. J. B. Cellins tells of one which was shut 
up under a chimney for seven years and was 
known to remain alive without foud all that 
time. A negro man in his neighborhood 
kept one shut up for four years. 

Don’t bet on the rapidity of their growth 
nor the shortness of their lives, Mr. J. W. 
Pearce saysin his father’s yardon Tired 
creek there was a little gopher who at first was 
about the size of a silver dollar. He was food 
of the roee leaves which fell from the bushes. 
The gopher lived there seventeen years and 
was then only about ss large asa commoa 
terrapin. Colonel C. QO. Davis says 
there was in old times a _ settler in 
Decatur county who lived alone on hig place 
with n@ other neighbor but a gopher. They 
both lived there fifty years and the settler 
concluded to go away, and, taking the title 
deeds; of ~his land, and thrust them into the 
gopher’s hole, saying that he thought the 
gopher’s titles better than anybody’s and the 
gopher might live there longer, but he 
couldn’t. 

And now another lawyer says that one way 
to krill them is to see them io their holes by a 
light reflected from a locking-glass and shoot 
them. Another luawyer, lion. W. N. Spence, 
seys a gopher was known to live in a dry wall 
on the Jemes Cochran place two years while 
his father lived there. The well was dug about 
forty feet when rock was struck and it was 
abandoned. And now hear the doctors on go. 
phere. Dr. B. 1. A. Cull says he and Dr. Hopkiss 
undertook to kill one by poisoa on Spring 
creek.

ANTI-TRAMP LEGISLATION. 


The vagrant has annoyed civilized com- 
munities from time immemorial. ° Society 
has utterly failed to suppress him, and in 
some modified form he is likely to be always 
with us, 

The Georgia statute against vagrancy is no 
doubt as well drawn and as comprehensive 
as apy similar Jaw now in force anywhere. 
And yet there is sometbing wanting. With- 
in the past twenty years the evolution of 
the vagrant has produced a stalwart nuisance 
that isa terror by day and night to every 
woman in the land. This perambulating 
product cf lawless idleness is the tramp. 
We ail know what the tramp is and what he 
does. He isno ordinary vegrant. He is an 
enemy to society, and society is his enemy. 
He robs the helpless, assaults women, and 
uses the torch when it suits him to wreak his 
revenge. 

Herein the south we have been slow to 
take the measure of this dangerous traveler. 
jutevery year he grows more unbearable. 
We wust either put bim down or let him 
run oyerus. In the northern and western 
states the people have been wrestling with 
this problem for some time, and some very 
judicious /egislation is the result. In New 
York, where tramps are perhaps more nu- 
merous and more destructive than anywhere 
else, the legislature has just passed an admi- 
rable bili. The law provides that “all per- 
sons who rove about from place to place 
begging, and all vagrants living without 
labor, or visible means of suppori, who stroll 
over the country without lawful occasion 
shall be held to be tramps.’’ Every tramp 
upon conviction shall be imprisoned at hard 
labor for not more than six months. Any 
act of vagrancy committed bya non-resident 
of the state shall be evidence that the per- 
s0n committing the same is a tramp. Any 
resident of the locality where the offense is 
committed may, if a witness, take the of- 
fender before a justiceor recorder. The aci 
does not apply to persons under sixteen, nor 
to blind persons, nor to persons roving about 
the county in which they reside. Oae of 
the most vigorous sections of the act is as 
follows: 


“Any tramp who shall enter any building 
against the will of the owner or occupant thereof, 
undersuch circumstances #s shall not amount to 
burglary, or willfully or maliciously injure the 

rs0n Or property of another, which injury ua- 

er existing law dves not amount to a feloay. or 
sbali be found carrying any firearms or other dan- 
gereus Weapon, Or burgiar’s tools, or shall threaten 
to Goany injury to any person or to the real or 
— property of another, when such offense 

not now punishable by imprisonment in the 
state prison, shall be deemed guilty of felony, 
and on conviction shall be punished by imprison- 
mentin the state prison at bard labor for not 
more than three years.,’’ 


it may be that this statute could be im- 
proved, but there is a good deal in it. It 
reems to cover the tramp question, and the 
general opinion is that it will work well. A 
similar act in Georgia would ably supple- 

* ment our vyaerancy laws, and it will not be 
long before something of the sort wi!! be de- 
manded. The workings of the New York 
Jaw will be watched with interest.

AW epithet contem ptuously applied frequently 
becomes a party rame and acquires a respectable 
significance. In the fourteenth century Holland 
wes Shaken toits centre by the quarrels of the 
‘hooks’ and@he ‘ kaobbeljais.”’ Tne kaobbeljais, 
or codfish party, represented the peo- 
p.e whom the hooks or nobles 
were trying to catch and control, 
Later the revolutionists of Holland were con- 
temptucusiy termed ‘‘les gueux,’’ the wee by 
the Duchess of Parmes. The citizens cawmht up 
the opprobrious appellation and carried banners 
inscribed with “Vive les gueux!”’ The §‘‘Hugue- 
nots’ was epplied at first inyidious!y to the early 
French Protestants because they were forced 
to meet secretly at night like the votaries of King 
Hueon, the great wational hobgoblin. The 
*“Jacquerie’’ and ‘‘sans culottes” at first used de- 
risively acquired a serious meaning. The ‘‘fron- 
deurs,’’ or slingers, were so called because a 
weg remarked that the French parliament 
resem bled schoolboys, who flung their stones in 
the pits of Paris. The word ‘‘silhouette’’ came 
from the name of an unpopular minister of state 
in France in1759. Be wasso hated that his name 
was given to the meanest and cheapest form of 
likenesses, a black profile. ‘‘Puritan’’ was at first 
aterm of ridicule. *‘Whig’ and ‘‘tory’’ were of 
the silliestand most contemptible origin. The 
title ‘‘tories’’ applied tothe court party was the 
pame of certain obscure Irish robbers, while the 
courtiers, as ifto rival their adversaries in inge- 
nuity and contempt, fixed upon them in return a 
name derived from a yulgar Scottish drink 
of sour milk, “‘whigg.’’

DaNIEL STICKNEY, inthe Maine Farmer, gives 
an interesting sketch of New England seventy-five 
yearsago. Atthat time the population of the 
United States was 7,234,881. Maine was thena 
part of Massachusetts, with only seven counties, 
Then,slaves were held in every state in the union 
except Vermont. In those days the best people, 
the ministers included, held that slavery was & 
divine institution, and that the 
blacks had no rights which 
the whites were bound to respect. New England 
believed this state of affairs to be right and en- 
couraged the slave trade. It was said that cotton, 
rice and sugar could not be produced without 
slave labor, and that settled the question. Seven- 
ty-five years ago prohibition was unheard 
of. In such states as Maine the man- 
ufacture and sale of liquor 
was a legitimate business. Everybody drank. 
The rich drank high-priced liquors, and the’poor 
what they could get. It was considered a breach 
of hospitality for a family not to tender wine or 
spirits to visitors. Tobacco in those days was 
used by everybody in some shape. Ladies 
and professional gentlemen all used 
snuff. West India rum sdid_ at fifty 
cents agallon and tobacco at ten cents a pound. 
The people of New England had few pleasures 
seventy-five years ago. They celebrated the 4th of 
July and got drunk... Fast day in the spring and 
Thanksziving in the fall were two great days, 
There was no Christmas then in that part 
of _the country. Everybody  weut to 
church. In some states they were 
compelled by law to attend divine service, But 
the New England of that period is no more. The 
sturdy people ofthatiron age have left behind 
them none whoresembie them. In many respec's 
the change is for the better, but it must be recol* 
lected much of the progress of this generation is 
sham progress, and much of its reform is sham 
reform.

Captain R, J. Redding’s father was the principal 
keeper of the Georgia penitentiary under Gover. 
nor Crawford. “I was a small boy then,”’ saia 

_Captain Reddingin a company of friends, “ang 
the penitentiary was my play ground. I coula 
slip in thre ugh the gate and look at the convicts, 
and I thought in an indefinite sort of way 
that they belonged to my father. The convicts 
would do odd jobs for me. Icould geta top 
turned for a biscuit. I used to go out in town and 
make little purchases for the prisoners. One day 
aconvict sent me out to buy a ginger cake witha 
pewterthrip. As soon as theold baker discovered 
the imposition he went up to the penitentlaryana 
raised a stupendous excitement about that bogus 
six and a quarter cents.”’ 

“Speaking about biscuit, what did they have for 
bread ?’’ 

“Yes, yes. They had raised corn light bread. 
They mix the dough and let it stand until a sort of 
yeast is formed. Then they stirin more mea} and 
cook it. I used to go in and eat with the convicts 
and thought their fare was mighty good, ft 
was different from what I got at home. 
Everything was scrupulously clean 
and neat. The dining room was arranged like the 
pews in a church, with a board in front on which 
was set the tin plate, cup and rations. At that 
time there wereabout one hundred and fifty eon. 
victs in the penitentiary, all being white. Then, 
as now, the number was gradually increasing, Ag 
a usual thing, there were about three women in 
the penitentiary. They were keptat some light 
employment.’’

PATTERSUN’S WILL. 


he Story of its Contents from Franklin 
County. 
From the Franklin County, Ga., Reporter. 

Mr. Patterron’s will, including four codicils, 
coyers 42 peges ofa large record book. The will 
was ex« cuted on the 20th day of August 1827,when 
the testator was 75 years old. The fourth cojiicil 
was ¢xeculed on the 6th day of February 1855, a 
few days before the testator’s death, at the age of 
83, His wealth was very great, consisting mainly 
in lands, United States bank stock, ships, negroes, 
and bouses and lotsin the city of Baltimore. His 
will is preceded bya preliminary statement, or 
history of bis life, business principles, and etc, In 
this preliminary introduction, as he terms it, he 
makes the following remarkable statement: 

“TI think it was Doctor Franklin, who observed 
that he would have no objection to live his iife 
over again, provided it was so ordered. In this i 
c#unol agree with the doctor. My life has beea 
attended with so much care and anxiety, had ] 
the option, | cannot saythat I would desire it 
Yet it l hed my life to live over again, 1 am pot 
covecious that 1 could improve itin any particu- 
lar, or at any time. 

In his origina! the bequests to his grandson 
Jcrome Napolean Bonaparte, are not very iliveral 
but in his first codicil, the legacy of said grands oi 
is largely increesed. The first partof tue niuih 
item of the will reads as follows: . 

“The covductof my daughter Betsy through itie 
has been #0 Cisobedient thatin no idtstanve bas 
she ever consulted my opinions or feelings; 
indeed, she. bas caused me more auxicty 
and trouble than al! my other caoil- 
Gren put together, and her foily and bad 
conduct bave occasioned meatrainof expeuses 
that bas firstand last cost me much money. Ua- 
der such ci? cumstances, it would not be reasova- 
ble, just or proper, that sheshould at my death, 
iphbe:itand participate in aneqaal proportioa 
with my other children, inan equal division of 
my estate, Considering however, the weakness 
of human nature, and that she is still my daugh 
ter. itis my willand pieasure to provige fur hei 
as follows, etc.”’ ae 
» He makes ample provisions for her, coasisting 
of reality in the city of Baltimore to be used and 
enjoyed by her during her life, the property thea 
to go to her son Jerome Napoleon Bonaparte 
during his life, and then to his heirs of the Pat- 
terson blood forever. In the third codicil to the 
will he steted that slavery in this country has 
often engaged his attention, and given him 
much concern. He dire¢tts that at his death ail 
bis slaves who have reached the age of thirty 
ye#rs be set free, and all the younger ones be 
freed as they reach that age. _ 

The first item in the will directs that a smalls 
marble monument with four orsix sides be erect- 


ed Ou his crave, with the name 
age of himseif, his wife Dorcas, 
and the vpames and ages of his childreu 


who weredead. In the second item he makes a 
bequest to the mayor and city counci Balti- 
more ior tbe erection ofa temple of I/derty on 
jands that he bad previously couveyed to the city. 
He also provides for the erection of two moau- 
ments on the same square, one to the 
memory of Chistopher Colum bus, and the other 
to the memory of the Marquis De LaFayette. in 
one of his codicils, he complains of ill treatment 
from the mayor and city council and revokes the 
item providing for the erection of the temple

THE GREEN TURNING INTO THE 
MATURE FRUIT. 


The Caterpillar 4larm so far Practically Groundless 
~Extraordinary Yields of Nature—Beporte 
From Carrol Oounty—The fog Cholera — 
Zhroughthe Oaky Woods, Btc. 


The drought has ruined crops in spots in Oconee, 
Walton, Jackson and Madison counties, but the 
arees are very smal), extending over onlya few 
farms, 

In certain parts of Elbert, where the crops have 
rot suffered a day for rain, they are the best 
known in years. 

Mr. Henry Marchman, of Carroll county, has a 
specimen of ribbon cane, which is very fine in- 
ceed. He has one sixteenth of an acre planted, 
and he says he has been offered $100 for it. 

Messrs. Baldwin and Cox, of Athens, have jast 
returned from an extended trip, by private con- 
veyance, through Jackson and adjacent counties, 
and say they never saw such crops, and old citi- 
zens report them as being more vromising than 
in twenty years. 

A writer in the Carroll Times says: I send you 


an estimate Of crops from the mouth of Snakes 
creek on the west side of the Chattahoochee up 
to Neal's ferry, as nearly correct as I can make it 
I get between the points named, including the 
Black Dirt farms of Jeth Jones and Jve Hutcher- 
s0n, below, and the John Bryant farm and above 
to Major Neal’s upper line, 725 acres of bottom 


Jand. I put the average at thirty bushels 
per acre, or a total yield of 21,750 bushels 
of corn. There is some, and a large 


percentage o' this land that the owners and those 
who cultivated it say will make fifty to sixty five 
or feventy-five bushels per acre. Hon. T. A. Jack- 
son on this side the river (Campbell county) says 
be hes acres that will make seventy five to one 
bhupdre 6 bushels and [think there is corn on Jeth 
Jones’ Black Virt ‘arm at the mouth of Snakes 
creek that’s as good or better than the Hon. Mr. 
Jackson’s. I saw also on Colonel Holderness’ facia, 
Cn and sear B'ack Dirt, corn that is fine. 

Rey. T. G. Layton, of near Rockalo, Heard coun: 
ty, sowed 11 bushels of wheat aud reaped 110. He 
has 12 acres of bottom which he planted in corn 
May 14th and 15th, 12 inches apart in drill, rows 
four feet apart, and cultivated with nine furrows 
to the row, laying it by on July 2d and 34. It was 
in silks July 15th and is now in roastiug ears, well 
filled out, one and often two ears to the stalk. He 
bas six pigs, six or seven months old, which have 
run in pasture, with but little’ feeding with 
corp, which he thinks will weigh about one hun- 
dred pounds grosseach. It has been his practice 
for three years to keep his hogs penned or in pas- 
ture, and he has observed that the same feeding 
gives more weight to the penned hogs than to 
those of the same age and saine stock that run the 
woods. Mr. Layton is notone of those farmers 
who hold, as some do, that it costs 25 cents to raise 
a pound of meatin thisor avy other section of 
Georgia. 

Mr. W. A. Mc!’owell, of Early county, exhibits 
cotton bolls which bloomed on the 25th of July 

Mr. James Taylor brought five bales wool to 
Blackshear market, last week, which weighed 
nearly 2500 pcunds, the clippings from about 800 
sheep. 

Mr. Robert Tuten, of Pierce county, has seyen: 
teen acres in long cotton that will average five 
feet high; besides he has a large acreage of corn 
esgood as any of his neighbors, and caae, rice 
and potatoes a plenty. 

Mrs. John F, Lovett, Jr., of Screven county, bas 
an apple sprig only ten inches long on which had 
growu twenty-two apples of good s'ge.

THROUGH THE OAKY WOODS 


From the Albany, Ga., News. - 
A representative of the News and Advertiser ac- 
cepted an invitation from Captain R. Hobbs to 


| take a rive into the western partof the county, 


Our route was through some of the best farming 
lande in southwest Georgia, and the principal ob 
ject of the trip was to inspect the growing crops. 
Our course was due west to Oak Lawn, thente 
across Klokee, Taliassee and Mud creeks through 
Gillisnville toa place owned by Captain Hobbs 
near the Chickasawhatchee. 

The crops that we saw were good, bad and in- 
different. To speak of them separately would be 
tedious, and to compare A's crop with B's might 
produce @ contrast that would not be pleasant io 
the sight of the one whose crop suff most in 
the compsrison. To hear the fellow with the 
‘“sorly’’ Crop talk, one would conciude that it 
had already suffered enough from drouth, flood. 
insects Or some other misfortune or combinatiou 
of damaging circumstances to entitle it to exemp- 
tion /rom invidious comparison wita the crop of 
his more fortunate neighbor: 

1 h's bas been a favorable year, so far, for farm- 
ing, and we noticed that the crops are very good 
wherever they have been properly cultivated. 
Where the crops are “sorry,” as the farmers sy. 
the evidences of poor cultivation are almost sure 
tote fourd. We saw some corn, for iastance, 
that has only had one plowing since it was plant- 
ed. In some localities corn suffered forrain. In- 
deed, it may be said that no part of the county 
was exempt from the three or four week’s drouth 
that prevailed in June and the first part 
of July, and the drouth came just at a 
time when corn was maturing and needed more 
rain than at any other stage of its growth. Still 
we could see that those farmers who have kept the 
grass down and have worked their crops gn ye 
will make more corn to the acre than they did last 
year or the year before. 

Cotton bas suffered very little for rain so far 
this year, and wherever it has had good cultiva- 
tion the yield of the fleecy staple promises to be 
Jarge. ‘he finest piece of coiton we saw 
was on Fort Tompkins’ place, 
tended by Mr. T,. L. McClung; 
best average cro was on Mr. Albert 
Jacksron’s place. r. Jackson has in one field be- 
tween 200 and 300 acres in cotton that is so uni- 
form in height that it looks almost as smooth as 
a sheet of water. There are no gaps or rough 
piaces in it to arrest the eye as it passes in review 
over the rich green surface, and we doubt if a 
prettier field of cotton, or one with an equal 
nomber ofacr's that will yield ¢more, can be 
found in the county. 

Wesaw nO caterpillars, although we looked 
diligentiy and inquired for them all the way 
irom Albany to Gillianville. Mr. McClang 
said he had seen some caterpillar flies 
in his cotton, and old man fambo, on Captain 
Hobb’s Gillian place, had also seen flies, but nei- 
ther, of them bad found any worms. We did not 
stop on the Byron place, but heard that Mr. Neil 
Walker, who hes charge of it, reported tnat he had 
caterpillars in bis cotten. The caterpillars mey 
ze do some dsmmage to the cotton in the Oaky 

foods, but unless they begin to get im their work 
pretty soon they can do but little harm. 

Upon the whole, the crop prospects in the Oaky 
Woods may be said to be more promisiug than it 
bas been at this season for several years.

WARREN WBATHEBERSBEE NEARLY 
BENDS HIS LIFG. 


A Decatur Street Man Enters a Drug Stcreand Asks 
for Leudapum-~ Seis Retused— de Tries An-~ 
other@Drug Gtore and Secures it—de 
Waented to Make a Liniment, 


Warren Weathersbee, who resides at 196 Do- 
catur street, swallowed two ounces of lauda- 
bum yesterday about noon. 


Only the hardest work by physicians saved 
Weatherbee’s life. 

About 11 o’clock yesterday morning Weath- 
erbee left his home and went to Dr. Martin’s 
drug store which isonlya short distance 
east of his home. When Weathersbes 
entered the drug store Dr. Martin 
was busy compounding a prescription. Wea- 
thersbee waited patiently until the doctor 

hed completed his work andthen approachiog 
him remarked: 

“Doctor I want alittle liquor, I am sick.” 

“You can’t get it,”’ replied the doctor. “I 
have no liquor.” 

“Wel),then let me havea bottle of elixir,” 
said Weathersbee. 


‘Aint got any,” replied the doctor. 

‘“‘But,dector,] am sick and must have some- 
thing,’’ continued Weathersbee. ‘Please let 
me have a phial of laudanum, won’t you?” 

‘‘] aint gotany laudanum, and if [ had I 
would not sell it to you,” answered the doctor. 
HE FAILS AGAIN. 

During the early part of the conversation 
Weathersbee’s action aroused Dr.Martin’ssus- 
picions and that was the reason he would not 
sell him the liquor, elixir or laudanum. 
Weatherbee left the drug store and returniag 
to his home sat down. About half-past eleven 
he entered Collier & Puckett’s drug store, No 
200 Decatur street. Dr. Puckett was in, and to 
him Weathersbee made an appeal. 

‘‘Doctor,’’ said he, ‘1 am suffering intensely 
with pains in my back and want some lauda- 
pum. I want to make a liniment.”’ 

‘“‘] heve a gocd liniment which will do you 
good. Suppose you try a bottle,” was the 
doctor’s reply. 

“No; [havea receipt which an old man 
eS me, ard I know that it is good. It is 
audanum, turpentine——. 1 have the other 
ingredients and I want to make it up.” 

Dr. Puckett’s store is but two doors from 
Weatbersbee’s home. Weathersbee had al wavs 
appeared a sane man to the Doctor, and with- 
outeny hesitagion the laudanum was handed 
over and paid for. After ) 

SECURING THE LAUDANUM 

Weatherebee returned to his home, and en- 
tering his room, drank it. His wife quickly 
ascertained whet her husband had done, and 
rushing into the drug etore, hurriedly aad 
excitedly asked: 

“Doctor, what was that you sold my hus- 
band just now?’ 

“Two ounces of Jaudnaum. Why?” asked 
the doctor asacold chill began to creep up 
and down his back. 

‘‘Would it hurt him if he were to drink it?’’ 
asked the lady. 

‘Would kill him—why?’ 

“Then, my God, he is dead, for he drank 1t 
all?” eaid the lady as she rushed tron 
the store and ran towards her home. 

Nothing could have surprised Dr. Puckett 
more than this startling intelligence. He had 
sold the laudanum toa man whom he consid- 
ered sober and discrete. But he had no time 
to give to a study of human nature then. He 
ran toa bottle and took out a large dose of 
ipicac. Hetben started a physicien tor Dr. 
Collier and hurried to Weathesrbee’s house. 
There he found everything in confusion. The 
man was/ying down waiting for the deadly 
drug to astert its power. Ilis wife powerless

The man 
was kept moving and antidotes were adminis- 
tered irecly. 
and the pbysicians found the case a stubborao 
one. They fought it hard, and about five 
o’clock were rewarded by seeing the drug’s 
influence pass away. The patient, however, 
was not safe, and it was not until dark that 
they ceased to work with him, 

. HE DID NOT WANT TO DIE. 

After Weathersbee had recovered enough to 
be sensible he stated most positively that he 
bad no idea of killing himself. He said he 
was tired and restiess, and took the laudanum 
to ebtain sleep. He asserts that he drank 
only part of the yhial, but the phial was 
empty when the physicians found it. | 

Weatbersbee is a middle aged man. His 
wite runs a small store at 196 Decatur street, 
‘and it is there they live. 

Dr. Puckett was in no way to blame for sell- 
ing the laudanum, as he had always looked 
uj on Weathersbee as a safe man.

HAYGOOD ON HOLINESS, 


He Preaches at Trinity a Notable Ser- 
mon, 

Yesterday Mr. Atticus G. Haygood preach- 
ed at Trinity church on “Holiness.” Theo 
sermon was one of great power, and is pretty 
fully synopsized below. 

The congregation sang for an opening 
bymn: 

“Lord ‘tis a pleasant thing to stand 
In gardens planted by thy hand.” 

Dr. Haygood read a portion of the third 
chapter of John, in which is recounted the 
interview between Nicodemus and the Savior, 
in which Jesus said, “Except a man be born 
again he cannot see the kingdom of God.” 
Much of the sermon was directed to the ap- 
propriateness of the metaphors and figures of 


— used by Christ and his disciples, and 
the likening of regeneration to a second birth 
was the simplest, most forcible and the only 
way in which could be described that change 
which mahkes&% man achild of God. The text 
wastaken from the second Epistle of Peter, 
third chapter and last verse: 

“But vow in grace and in the knowledge of 
our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. To Him 
be glory both now and forever. Amen.’ 

All great truths are simple and without 
mystery. If a theory be advanced that 1s 
hard to understand the presumption isit is 
pottrue. The great discoveries ot science are 
all simple. mA doctrine of religion that is 
60 mysterious as to be diflicult of comprehen- 
tion may beset down as false. Ig that not 
reasonable? Itseems to me it must be so. 
The vast majority of people are incapable of 

CLOSE AND PROTRACTED THINKING 
on difficult subjects and the goad God intend- 
ed a]l men should understand religion. 

“The common people heard him gladly,’ 
not simply because he loved them but because 
they understood him. What asweet relief to 
them to hear the sermon on the mount alter 
ee. themselves with the speak- 
ip of . their scribes and elders. 
If it should be said of a preacher that the peo- 
ple did not hear him gladly because they 
could pot understand him it would bea fatal 
criticism. The difficulties most people have 
in understanding religion arise from the in- 
ventions of men. An English: bishop design- 
ing todoavery good thiag brought out a 
Pilgrim’s Progress with notes. He presented 
a copy to an humble cottager-and soon after 
asked him how he was getting on with the 
book. The reply was ‘‘l understand the book 
very well; I think I will understand the notes 
after awhile. Weshould not make void the 
gospel with metaphysics. I shall not soon 
forget the pang that went 

THROUGH MY HEART 
when a lady said to me: ‘I believe that the 
average hearer does not really understand 
one-third of whet the pulpit says.” 

iow does our Lord Jesus Christ and how 
do the sacred writers present to us religious 

rogress? Jt is uniformly asa growth. . Birth 
16 the greatest event of our patural life. Be- 
side it death is dwarfed into insignificance. 
So the sacred writer makes spiritual 
birth the most stupendous event in the history 
of the human soul. Its entrance into the fe- 
licities of heaven coes not compare with it in 
dignity. The most helpless of all young things 
is @ baby, yet there is in it great possibilities, 
What would | think of aman who speaks 
lightly of a babe? I can’t respect his humaa. 
ity. What could I thinkof one who speaks 
lightly of a spiritual babe? I can’t think well 
of bis reverence for God’s sacred works. 

St. Paul says, ‘And he gave some aposties 
and some prophetsand some pastors and 
teachers for the perfecting of the saints, for 
the work of the ministry, forthe edifying of 
the body of Christ till we al] come in the unity 
of the faith and of the knowledge of the son of 
God unto a perfect man, unto the measure of 
the stature of the fullness of Christ.”” That is 
a statement of the development that begins

OUR SPIRITUAL BIRTH, 

takes us through our lifetime, and eternity 
cannot exhaust the podgsibilities it sets forth. 
No manever reached in this.world and no 
man ever will reach it in this world, or in the

I said too mych just now when 
I said that, granting sincerity, only a mad- 
men would assert that he had attained to this 
ides] of excellence in Christ's likeness. A 
men might claim it who does not understand 
the force of words. A man may lower. the 
ideal to the level of his own experience. Ig 
norence iscapable of a good many things. It 
can degrade an ideal until it is satisfied with 
itself. I have known a few men, and they 
are not very comfortable people:to get along 
with, who, with a

claimed for themselves not only learning, 
which is one thing, but culture, which is an- 
other thing. If they had known more 
and known it better it would haye been im- 
porsible for them to claimeither.

Ifa thoughtful man were to understand 
that anne the eternal years there was 
absolutely nothing more to know and nothing 
tolearn and nothing to do,he might recoil 
with sickening horror, and say: “I want no 
such immortality!”’ What is our highest con- 
cept on of religion? To keep out of heil? To 
be happy? Then God pity us! We will hard- 
ly keep outof helland we certainly never 
will be truly happy. Our ideals determine 
our eflorts and achievements? How important 


it is, therefore, that our ideal should 
be a true one. Jesus Christ is the 
type of our redeemed mankind. It is 
a very sad thing when a man goes to 


work on a high linewith a poorideal. Buta 
sadder thing is when his work satisfies him 
Beginning with a poor ideal achievement 
might quicken his capacity and enlarge it, 
but to be satisfied with your work is perilous. 
A GREAT SCULPTOR 
wept over a statue that his hand had created. 
His pupils asked: “Master, what does this 
mean?’ Sorrowfully enough the old worker 
in marble said: “1 sball never have another 
greet thought, for hitherto my power of con- 
c ption as to what a work of art ought to be 
ws far beyond anything I could do. I see 
no fault in this statue and | know my power 
tothink great thoughts is gone.”
